Hopes, raised by the rescue alive 
late today of three men from ,their 
deep prison, fell with the assertion 
of rescuers recruited from nearby 
mines, that presence of afterdamp in 
the lower levels virtually precluded 
the possibility of any other victims 
surviving. 

Of the 62 men, 34 were Mexicans 
and 15 were negroes. 

Thirteen bodies had been brought 
to the surface early tonight and taken 
io a morgue here. Nine were found 
in the east entry of the fifth level,

Confessed Slayer of Prof. 
A. H. Johnson Indicted 
On Grand Jury’s First 
Consideration of Case. 


The grand jury Tuesday indicted 
Elwell L. Hardegree for first degree 
murder in connection with the death 
of Professor Alexander H. Johnson, 
whose body was found in his parked 
motor car on Angier avenue on the 
morning of June 30, during the con- 
vention of the National Education 
Association to which Johnson was a 
visitor. 

Hardegree is the’second man to be 
indicted for the crime. J. W. Wikle, 
an Eatonton carpenter, also is in the 
Fulton tower charged with Johnson's 
murder. His release is expected short- 
ly. Assistant Solicitor-General Ed A. 
Stephens said Tuesday after the grand 


jury had indicted MHardegree that 
Solicitor-General John A. Boykin, who 
was absent from the city for the day, 
probably would act at once to have 
the charge against Wikle_ nolle 
rossed, 

Contrary to general impression the 
grand jugs indicted Hardegree upon 
first pr tation of the evidence 
weainst him before that body. It was 
reported that the grand jury had re- 
fused to act on the case last Friday 
but Tuesday it was learned that it 
had not then been presented.

TORTURE MURDER 


Denies Youth Who Claims 
To Be Connie Franklin 
Is

MOUNTAIN VIEW, Ark., Dec, 17. 
(P)—A 17-year-old hill country girl. 
Tillar Ruminer, took the stand as the 
state’s star witness in the Connie 
Franklin murder trial today and tes- 
tified the last time she saw Frank- 
lin, her lover, he was lying in the 
woods near St. James groaning and 
erying, “You've killed me.”

The union, which claims a member- 
ship of 130,000, plans to call the east- 
ern strikes in January and those in 
the southern states in the spring. 

A statement issued by the union 
said more than 300 delegates from 
“every textile center of the land, from 
New Bedford to Gastonia,” would at- 
tend the convention. 

Principal points to be considered 
besides the general strike were an- 
nounced as mobilization for further 
organization in the south, New Eng- 
land and other sections of the textile 
industry, and intensified activities to

MARSHAL DA COSTA, 
PORTUGUESE CHIEF, 
DIES IN LISBON 


LISBON, Portugal. Dec. 17.—()— 
Field Marshal Gomes Da Costa died 
at 9:50 p. m. after more than a week 
of serious illness. 

The marshal was a romantic war 
figure and with his deatii the Portu- 
guese army lost its best beloved chief. 
He was regarded here as a born sol- 


dier. He led the Portuguese expedi- 
tionary force to the western front in 
the World War and earlier had served 
with distinction in many colonial wars 
in Africa.

Cheap Advertising Bunk 
That Late Pres. Wilson 
Suggested Radio Cor- 
poration. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—(/)— 
Testimony before.the senate inter- 
state commerce committee that the 
late Presiednt Wilson had suggested. 
the creation of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America was characterized to- 
day by Senator Wheeler, democrat, 
Montana, as the “cheapest kind of ad- 
vertising bunk.” 


Wheeler is a member of the com- | 


mittee holding hearings on the Cou- 
zens bill to create a federal communi- 
cations commission. His statement 
was made after Manton Davis, vice 
president and general] attorney of the 


| radio corporation, had mentioned Wil- 


son’s name to the committee in de- 
fending his company against monopoly 
charges he said had been made by Os- 
wald F. Schuette, executive secretary 
of the Radio Protective Association. 

Davis asked the committee to ex- 
amine Schuette, whom he described 
as heading a group of “patent rack- 
eteers’” seeking to “use, without right, 
the inventions of others.” He testi- 
fied the R. C. A. was “inspired by an 
original suggestion of President Wil- 
son, conveyed to Owen D. Young.” 

“Let us be fair about this thing,” 
interjected Wheeler, who contended 
the only evidence given the commit- 
tee thus far was that President Wil- 
son was interested in seeing that the 
Alexandrson alternator patent, an 
important radio device, was not trans- 
ferred to foreign hands. 

“I think your statement is very un- 
fair—that the R. C. A. generally look- 
ed upon as trust, was initiated by the 
president of the United States,” the 
Montanan added. 

“The idea that the R. C. A. was 
set up at the request of the govern- 
ment is, in my judgment, the cheap- 
est kind of advertising bunk and 
should be stopped.” 

Davis mentioned the Wilson matter 
and other incidents prior and subse- 
quent to organization of the Radio 
Corporation, he said, not for the pur- 
pose of “claiming immunity against 
the consequences of any conduct of 
R. A., but to establish the truth 
that the company in its very forma- 
tion and in the making of its original 
contracts was not acting contrary to 
the laws and policies of the United 
States.” 

Davis said only one advertisement 
had been put out by the Radio Cor- 
poration mentioning Wilson and that 
this had been withdrawn. 

Continuing, he said if the commit- 
tee would examine Schuette as to those 
backing him and contributions made 
to the Radio Protective Association, 
it would “uncover one of those lob- 
bies against which official Washing- 
ton was so often inveighed.” 

Schuette previously had _ testified 
before the committee that he repre- 
sented a group of independent radio 
manufacturers opposed to the “radio 
trust.” He was in the committee 
room today and asked to be heard in 
reply to Davis’ charges but Chairman 
Couzens said he would call him when 
hearings are resumed January 7.

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NAVY CROSS AWARDED 


T0 MARINE. OFFICER 


Grandson of Virginia’s Civil 
War Governor, Lieutenant 
Letcher, Highly Honored. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.. Dee. 17.— 
(Special.)—The president has award- 
ed the Navy Cross to Second Lieuten- 
ant John S. Letcher, of the United 
States Marine Corps, for brilliant serv- 
ice rendered in Nicaragua. 

The citation of the incident and 
the award is signed by Secretars of 
the Navy Adams “for the president,” 
and is as follows: 

For distinguished service in-the line of 
his profession. as the commander of a patrol 
of the Second Brigade, U. 8. Marine Corps, 
operating in the vicinity of Palacaguina, 
Nicaragua, on September 10, 1928. After 
his patrol hed been ambushed by bandit 
forces and his horse had been shot from 
under him by machine gun fire, Second 
Lieutenant Letcher immediately deployed his 
patrol and launched a vigorous attack 
against the bandit machine gun emplace- 
ment. So well was the attack execut that 
the position was quickly takeh and the 
bandits dispersed. By his aggressiveness and 
excellent leadership and by his display of 
bravery and coolness Second Lieutenant 
Letcher terminated what might have re- 
sulted in a protracted engagement. 


Lieutenant Letcher is now stationed 
with the marines at Marine Barracks, 
Quantico, Va., having recently re 
turned from Nicaragua, where he has 
been on duty from almost the outbreak 
of the Nicaraguan revolution. 

He is the son of Greenlee D. Letch- 
er, a prominent attorney of Lexington, 
and a grandson of Virginia’s famous 
Civil War Governor Letcher.

News.) — Congressional agricultural 
leaders were 
today over intimations that the fed- 
eral farm board has changed its 
“cheap money” policy for the farmer, 
regarded as one of the basic princi- 
ples of President Hoover's relief pol- 
icy. 

The intimations came from Julius 
Barnes, big grain exporter and close 
friend of the president, who testified 


before the senate lobby investigating | 


committee regarding charges that he 
sought to influence the board’s policy 
on behalf of the grain trade. 

Barnes denied he had brought pres- 
sure upon the board, but said that 
Chairman Legge had assured grain 
commission men the board would not 
afford cheaper money to co-operatives 
for grain buying than is afforded pri- 
vate grain buyers. 

As Barnes understood it, the farm 
board’s policy is to loan 
the government rate, 
per cent, 
Grain Corporation at Chicago, a gov- 
ernment project, which would, in turn, 
charge the prevailing commercial rate 
to co-operatives, thus eliminating com- 
petition with private interests. 

Farm leaders, including Chairman 
Caraway, of the committee, democrat, 
Blaine, Wisconsin, and Nye, North 
Dakota, republicans, held that this 
would destroy the farm relief plan 
and would be a violation of the farm 
relief act. 

In view of Legge’s firm stand for 
the farmer, there was some doubt as 
to whether there actually had been 
a change of policy in this respect. 
Legge, himself, declined to comment 
today, but it was said the board has 
not changed its policy, but has been 
loaning to co-operatives at the govern- 
ment rate. Legge will be called later. 

Barnes told the committee he had 
been unable to convince Legge of his 
views respecting other fundamental 
policies of the board, among them the 
board’s policy of loaning on wheat at 
$1.25 a bushel, which is much higher

SAYS CONDEMNED BOY 


MACON, Ga., Dec, 17.—(?)+So- 
licitor Charles H. Garrett, of the Ma- 
con circuit, announced = today 
Earl Manchester, 19, who is under 
death sentence for slaying’ James 
Parks, had made another confession 
which declared Mrs. J. C. Powers, 
aged rooming house keeper, fired the 
shot» which killed the young printer 
last May 27. 

The solicitor said the new informa- 
tion in his hands was that Manches- 
ter had charged Mrs. 
has been sentenced to die as an ac- 
cessory in the slaying, with shooting 
Parks in the woman’s apartment, 
where the young men had a room. 

“I shot him (Parks), but didn’t kill 
him, and Mrs. Powers took the pistol 
out of my hands and killed him,” Mr. 
Garrett quoted Manchester as saying. 

R. Feagin, member of Manches- 
ter’s counsel, yesterday made public 
what he said was a confession by 
Manchester that Parks was slain in 
the bathroom at Mrs. Powers’ home 
by a stranger whose name he did not 
know, and he assisted the man in 
moving the body to the river front 
where it was found the following 
morning. ) 


Before Grand Jury. 

Solicitor Garrett today said the 
new angle had developed last week 
in the “grand jury investigation of 
perjury charges which James W., 
Schell, junior counsellor for the con- 
demned youth, brought against T. S. 
Martin, of Forsyth, Ga 

Stating that he had Withheld the 
information from publication pending 
developments in connection with other 
rumored statements of . Manchester, 
the solicitor said, “Now that Man- 
chester has come out with a flat de- 
nial of the murder, implicating him- 
self as only an accessory after the 
fact, I think the public should know 
all the details.” 

Solicitor Garrett asserted that prior 
to the grand jury investigation he 
had heard “rumors” of a new state- 
ment about to be made by Manches- 
ter, and, with the information im- 
plicating’ Mrs. Powers, as the actual 
slayer, he gave the condemned man 
an opening. 

Manchester, Solicitor Garrett said, 
at that time denied all of the “ru- 
mors ;” denied that he had told any 
one that Mrs. Powers killed Parks: 
and said that the statement made by 
him on the trial of his case last June 
“was the whole truth.” 

ee Denied Rumors. 

‘That was only a week ago,” Mr. 
Garrett said. “I asked him all about 
the rumors I had heard concerning 
the murder in. the apartment, and 
questioned him, too, about his for- 
mer story as to his own connection. 
He said none of the rumors about 
his changing his statement were true, 
and reiterated to the entire grand jury 
that his statement at the trial was 
absolutely the whole truth: that the 
murder was committed near the river 
bank where the body of Parks was 
found on the morning of May 28.” 

Mr. Garrett said he had _ never 
doubted the theory that the murder 
was committed in the apartment of 
Mrs. Powers, and the body redressed 
and taken to the scene where it was 
found, but he discounts the story told 
to LD. Feagin, his senior coun- 
sel, that another man fired the shot. 

The solicitor is prone to attach 
more significance to the story that 
Mrs. Powers fired the fatal shot, he 
said. Mrs. Powers, however, is con- 
demned as an accessory before the 
fact, having offered Manchester, the 
latter said in his first statement, 
$1,000 to kill Parks.

There is but one way to lower 
the present high cost of cotton pro- 
duction, and that is to plant less acres 
per plow, fertilize more liberally and 
by rapid, intensive culture, increase 
the acre yields at a lower cost of 
production,

If the democrats should win the 
house next November, and shall have 
improved their power in the senate 
without having captured it also, there 
is sure to arise among the republicans 
a determined movement to replace 
Hoover.

study for the’ Hoover job, in the event 
that the president finds a renomina- 
tion improbable. 

That sounds plausible to _ politi- 
cians who know that “anything can 
happen” in the political game, but it 
assumes that Hoover will be unable 
to use the generally accredited power 
of any president to work up his own 
renomination. 

The other plausible guess is that the 
anti-Hooverites in the party are hop- 
ing that ex-President Coolidge will 
come to the senate from Massachu- 
setts and be available for another 
presidential candidacy, either to stop 
Hoover’s career or to save the party 
ship from foundering in the stormy 
waters that may possibly assail the 
Hoover regime and policies,

Hoover Should Hold His Own. 

It is my opinion that Hoover should 
be able to hold his own and get an 
easy renomination—if he should want 
it, and I think he will. In less than 
a year in the office he has learned 
that a four-year term is too short a 
time in which to establish any essen- 
tial and permanent policy of national 
administration. He has some very 
definite lines of policy, of governmen- 
tal reforms, and of international rela- 
tions, that he wishes to have adopted 
by the people for their own good, 

But in order to “sell” his ideas to 
the people he needs time to convince 
them and then time for them to elect 
congresses that will co-operate with 
him under popular mandates. 

Personally, I don’t believe a renomi- 
nation given or denied, would ruffle 
him up or down, but now that he is 
on the presidential job he wants to 
make his work of high value and per- 
manency. a 


The Democrats Are Wide-Awake. 
Meantime, the democrats are not sleep- 
ing at the switch. They are wide- 
awake and watching warily to ditch 
the political express trains of the re- 
publicans. They have no_ special 
grouch against Hoover personally, but 
they look upon him as inept in the 
presidential office and upon his party 
as incapable of serving the masses of 
the people with impartiality and pa- 
triotism. 

The democratic leaders are not just 
now bothering their brains about who 
ought and who ought not to be their 
nominee for president in 1932. There 
is plenty of time yet for that. What 
interests them is to discover the poli- 
cies that will-best serve the pressing 
wants of the people and cast them 
into definite issues with which to 
challenge the republicans to a battle 
royal.

THE MILK MAN ENTERS 
PRACTICE. 


Our milk man, or at least the one 
who has been ours for several years, 
has always delivered the very best 
milk, cream, butter, cheese we could 
desire. It seems a shame to give him 
the air now, but I fear we must do so 
in self defense. The milk man has 
at last entered the practice of medi- 
cine. He makes his bow by informing 
us, along with the bad news of the 
staggering’ total of. the month’s milk 
bill, that constipation is one of the 
most fertile sources of disease in the 
human system. For years I have been 
trying to believe that constipation is 
nothing like that. But apparently 
the milk man knows better. <And he 
follows up the announcement by as- 
suring us that cathartics are tempo- 
rary and if persisted in, extremely 
harmful. 

Of course our milk man _ knows 
nothing about the subject upon which 
he seeks to inform us. He is merely 
distributing some propaganda for a 
nostrum which he has undertaken to 
sell customers as a sideline. Besides a 
commission on all he can sell the milk 
man probably draws a reasonable rate 
from the nostrum maker for distrib- 
uting the propaganda. 

The nostrum in question is one of 
the numerous preparations of acido- 
philus bacillus. In recent years acido- 
philus bacillus cultures or products 
have been extensively exploited as an 
improvement upon the Bulgarian ba- 
cillus cultures or products that en- 
joyed 
years aga when Metchnikoff’s theory 
was still current and unexploded. I 
do not question the assertion that acid- 
ophilus products are more satisfactory 
for the purpose of favoring a vigor- 
ous lactic bacillus growth in the in- 
testine; nor do I doubt that such lac- 
tic bacillus fermentation in the in- 
testine is wholesome and desirable. I 
do not wish to imply that acidophilus 
preparations should not be prescribed 
‘by physicians for certain cases. I sim- 
ply give it as my opinion that none 
of those glorified substitutes for but- 
termilk or sour milk is worth a tink- 
er’s dam for anybody not under med- 
ical care. I challenge bacteriologists 
and doctors who have no commercia 
interest concerned, to bring forward 
any sound scientific evidence that the 
desirable vigorous lactic fermentation 
in the intestine can be more effective- 
ly maintained by the use of these 
fancy preparations than it can be by 
the drinking of raw fresh milk, but- 
termilk, soured milk or skim milk, 
whichever or whenever one likes.

The Foul-Strike Rule for Boxing 


Some years ago so many of the leading hitters became such accom- 
plished artists at fouling off the ball and thereby working the opposing 
pitcher into a lather, that a foul-strike rule was adopted. This rule turned 
ekatgy two uncaught fouls into strikes. Caught foul tips were also made 
strikes. 

This penalty broke up the old practice of fouling a pitcher into arm 
weariness. | . 

Something of the sort will have to be done for boxing. Box- 
ing now needs a foul-strike rule worse than baseball did. There 
was much excitement in London when Stribling and Carnera met. 
At which point Stribling fouled the man mountain at the most in- 
teresting spot of the fight. There was also much excitement in Paris 
when they met again. But Garnera happened to foul Stribling on 
this occasion. 

There were over $90,000fworth of spectators on hand when Von 
Porat met Phil Scott. The spectators got to see three minutes and twenty 
seconds of a twelve-round fight because Von Porat fouled Scott. Whether 
he hurt.Scott to any great extent is another argument, but the foul pop- 
ped out anyway. 

The boys who pay the tax at the gate are doing much muttering over 
these melancholy instances, but they will probably take it out in’ mutter- 
ing. The allotted space for punching between the waist or belt and. the 
top of the head or ears would seem to offer a pretty healthy target to aim 
at. A fairly accurate puncher ought to be able to keep his volleys in this 
range. But apparently the space of three feet or more is not large enough 
for our modern snipers. About the time you get comfortably seated, some 
one turns on a foul and the show is over. What type of foul-strike rule 
would work for boxing? The first step would be to relieve the offender 
of his share of the purse. That might be enough to make fouling ex- 
tremely unpopular on the part of the fighter. It is also extremely un- 
popular on the part of the spectators who pay to see something at least 
approaching a contest. , 


Lou Little at Columbia | 

Columbia gets a first-class coach in Lou Little, who has not only 
had a high average at°Georgetown but who, in addition, has turned out 
interesting teams and has had the respect and liking of the players.

Both 
gave the appearance of sending eleven halfbacks into action. Notre 
Dame has averaged more all-around speed than any team in the coun- 
try, year after year, and you can bank on a fast moving Notre Dame 
team next year—line, ends and backs. J

I believe the 
French are not worrying about the tax 
situation so much as the effect it 
would have on their own national 
championships. :

Foreign finan- 
cing here has been exceedingly limit- 
ed this year, and bankers expressed 
the opinion that the appearance of 
such an issue, totaling perhaps $80.- 
000,000, would be something of a test 
of the progress the market has made 
toward recovery from the long depres- 
sion. 
Utilities, which are being well sup- 
ported during the current stagnation, 
remained firm with the investment 
rails. American Telephone 5 1-2s, 
New York Telephone 4 1-2s, Colum- 
bia Gas & Electric 5s, Federal Light 
and Traction 5s and North American 
Edison Ss showed slight changes. 

Low priced issues 
were the chief sufferers on selling ap- 
parently for the purpose of estahlish- 
ing income tax losses. New York 
city tractions and speculative indus- 
trials weakened, but some of the 
goed grade loans in the latter group 
changed hands at lower prices. 

Among the high grade rails, Cana- 
dian Pacific listings eased on the pub- 
lic sale of a $930,000,000 issue of 25- 
v4ar collateral trust 5s. There were 
also small losses in the Pennsylvania 
group. But the .trend of most of 
the major carrjers’ mortgages and 
debentures was upward. Baltimore & 
Ohio, Southern Railway and St. Louis 
& San Francisco loans were among 
the leaders. 

The market for municipals  con- 
tinued active. Bids were tendered by 
four syndicates ‘for the $18,300,000 
Montreal loan and all were submit- 
ted to the city executive committee 
for award. As stipulated, the bids 
were for 4 1-2 or 5 per cent.

As Less Active Shares Slip

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—(?)— 
Prices drifted about without direction 
in another dull session of the curb 
market today. Several of the leading 
shares, particularly among the utili- 
ties, were well supported, but about a 
dozen of the less active issues broke 
to new lows. Total sales were only 
$64,500 shares, compared to 836,800 
yesterday. , 

Electric Bond and Share was in 
fair demand, gaining about 2 points, 
and American and Foreign Power 
warrants closed up 41-2.  Insull 
Utility Investment gained a couple of 
points, and sueh issues as American 
Superpower, Associated Gas “A” and 
Middle West Utilities were steady. 

In the investment trust group, 
Prince & Whitely sold up 1-2 point 
in the response to its initial earnings 
statement, covering the period from 
September 17 to November 30, show- 
ing preferred dividend requirements 
earned several times over, and but a 


slight market depreciation of its hold- 
ings. Airstocks, Inc., gained 1-2 point 
in response to payments of a special 
dividend of $1. Aviation Securities 
Corporation, however, broke about 8 
points to a new low at 7. 

Corn and Rosenberger was an out- 
standing weak spot, breaking 261-2 
points to a new low at 11. Mohawk 
Rubber, the Schulte United issues, 
Colt Firearms, Struthers Wells, Guar- 
dian Investors, Neve Drug and Syra- 
cuse Washing Machine were among 
other issues reaching new lows for 
the year or longer. 

Western Air Express, National Bis- 
cuit new, Lerner Stores and Niles 
Cement Pond were firm, moving up 1 
to 5 points. Oils were highly irregu- 
lar. Indiana was in good demand, 
and Gulf gained 11-2 points, while 
Cities Service and Humble lost about 
a point each. In the mines, New- 
mout dropped 7 points in profit tak- 
ing inspired by declarations of a 
per cent stock dividend, then rallied 
about 3 points from the bottom.
